La. Primary Win Propels Santorum 


Vowing to continue his 
campaign, candidate 
looks ahead to Wis.

Another victory in hand but still badly 
trailing rival Mitt Romney, Republi- 
can presidential hopeful Rick Santo- 
rum vowed to continue his campaign 
despite an increasingly steep climb 
to the nomination. 

Santorum, buoyed by Saturday’s 
win in Louisiana’s primary that boost- 
ed his spirit but did little to narrow 
the delegate gap, urged his support- 
ers to stick with him even as much of 
the GOP establishment has coalesced 
around Romney’s increasingly inev- 
itable coronation. Even in the face 
of the political headwinds, the for- 
mer Pennsylvania senator seemed 
unwilling to acknowledge it would 
take a dramatic change in momen- 
tum to deny Romney his turn as the 
GOP nominee. 

“Even though a lot of folks are 
saying this race is over, the people 
in Louisiana said, ‘No, it’s not.’ They 
still want to see someone who they 
can trust, someone who’s not run- 
ning an Etch A Sketch campaign, but 
one who has their principals writ- 
ten on their heart, not on an eras- 
able tablet,” Santorum said Sunday 
on CBS’ “Face the Nation.” “And I 
think that’s what helped us deliv- 




Romney’s Advantage

Fla. Shooting Could Be Hate Crime 


Miami 

The U.S. Justice Department could 
bring a hate crime charge against 
the shooter in the killing of black 
Florida teenager Trayvon Martin 
if there is sufficient evidence the 
slaying was motivated by racial bias 
and not simply a fight that spiraled 
out of control, legal experts and 
former prosecutors say. 

So far, only one such clue 
has surfaced publicly against 
2 8 -year- old George Zimmerman, 
the neighborhood watch captain 
who fatally shot the 17-year- old 
Martin on Feb. 26 in the central 
Florida town of Sanford. On one

in a letter to a local newspaper, in- 
sisted their son is not a racist, and 
several black residents of the neigh- 
borhood where Trayvon Martin was 
shot have only good things to say 
about Zimmerman.

of his 911 calls to police that night, 
Zimmerman muttered something 
under his breath that some 
listeners say sounds like a racial 
slur. Zimmerman’s father is white. 


and his mother is Hispanic. 

“It sounds pretty obvious to 
me,” said Donald Tibbs, a Drexel 
University law professor who has 
closely studied race, civil rights 
and criminal procedure. “If that 
was a racial epithet that preceded 
the attack on Trayvon Martin, we 
definitely have a hate crime.” 

Others, however, say the 
recording is not clear enough 
to determine what Zimmerman 
actually said. 

“He’s not a racist,” attorney 
Craig Sonner said about his client. 
“The incident that transpired is not 
racially motivated or a hate crime

France: Brother Charged 
In Shooting Spree 

A Frenchman suspected of helping his 
brother plot against Jewish children and 
paratroopers was handed preliminary 
murder and terrorism charges Sunday.

Officials: Nearly $1M 
paid out to relatives 
of massacre victims 

Kandahar, Afghanistan 

U.S. military officials paid $916,000 
to the relatives of villagers alleg- 
edly shot by a rogue U.S. soldier 
this month in Kandahar province, 
Afghan officials said Sunday. 

Payment of “blood money” is 
a common way to settle disputes 
stemming from violent deaths in 
Afghanistan. The money could 
defuse the intense anger the 
March 11 massacre generated in 
the southern province. 

U.S. military officials handed 
the money to the villagers Satur- 
day, according to Fazal Mohammed 
Esaqzai, the deputy chairman of 
the Panjwai district council. 

A U.S. official in Kabul con- 


firmed the payments. 

Esaqzai said U.S. commanders 
gave villagers $50,000 for each of 
the 17 people shot to death and 
$11,000 for each of the six people 
wounded in the shootings. The U.S. 


military charged Staff Sgt. Robert 
Bales, 38, with 17 counts of pre- 
meditated murder Friday. He had 
been assigned to a special forces 
base in Panjwai district. 

“The victims’ families said that 


by accepting the money, it didn’t 
mean that they forgave the killer,” 
Esaqzai said. 

The killings came as tensions 
between the U.S. and Afghani- 
stan were strained following the 
burning of Korans at a U.S. base 
in February. That act — which 
U.S. officials have acknowledged 
was a mistake — sparked riots 
and attacks that killed more than 
30 people, including six Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

There have been no violent 
protests following the March 11 
shootings in Kandahar province’s 
Panjwai district, but demands for 
justice on Afghan terms have been 
getting louder since Bales was 
flown out of the country to a U.S. 
military prison. 

U.S. officials assured the rela- 
tives that the investigation will be 
thorough, an Afghan official said.

Metro Adds Bus Service 


Agency wiLL expand 
on routes between 
Crystal City, RossLyn 


Transportation 

Metro’s board of directors approved 
adding more buses on high rid- 
ership corridors in the region 
and expanding service on some 
routes between Crystal City and 
Rosslyn. 

The changes are an attempt to 
address the No. 1 complaint about 
Metrobus: Service runs late. 

For $2.3 million, the transit 
authority is going to add more buses 
and adjust schedules to reflect “traf- 
fic reality,” said Dan Stessel, Met- 
ro’s chief spokesman, on its priori- 
ty corridor bus routes. 

Some of the priority corri- 
dor routes have had poor perfor- 
mance because of traffic conges- 
tion, Metro said. 

The changes will go into effect 
in June on bus routes in these areas, 
including Naylor Road to Potomac 
Park, Pennsylvania Avenue, Wis- 
consin Avenue, I6th Street NW, 
Georgia Avenue, Southwest water- 
front, Leesburg Pike and New Car- 
rollton to Silver Spring. 

Jim Hamre, director of bus oper- 
ations planning, said the routes 
are “below our standard of per- 
formance.” 

“By putting in some additional 
run time we hope to improve reli- 
ability,” he said.

route. People will see it show up on 
time more often, and the impact 
of traffic congestion will be less 
variable.” 

The money to pay for the chang- 
es to the priority bus corridors 
comes from a $5 million surplus in 
Metro’s fiscal 2011 budget. 

Metro General Manager Rich- 
ard Sarles said there was a sur- 
plus after Metro paid off a “pre- 
ventative maintenance loan” and 
did an audit. 

He said Metro wanted to imple- 
ment the changes sooner rather 
than wait for next year’s 2013 fis- 
cal budget. 

The Metro board also approved 
adding bus service to lines in Crys- 
tal City and Rosslyn to try to help 
alleviate the impact of its “Rush-i-” 
service, where the number of trains 
on the Blue Line will change to 
accommodate future service on the 
Dulles rail extension and to relieve 
crowding on the Orange Line. 

By adding bus lines in Crys- 
tal City and Rosslyn, Metro said it 
hopes to give riders another option.

Supreme Court 
will hear the case 
over the landmark 
law this week 

Washington 

The monumental fight over a health 
care law that touches all Americans 
and divides them sharply comes 
before the Supreme Court on Mon- 
day. The justices will decide wheth- 
er to kill or keep the largest expan- 
sion in the nation’s social safety net 
in more than four decades. 

Two years and three days after 
President Obama signed into law 
a health care overhaul aimed at 
extending medical insurance to 
more than 30 million Americans, 
the high court begins three days of 
hearings over the law’s validity. 

The challenge from 26 states 
and a small business group puts 
the court smack in the middle of a 
partisan fight over Obama’s major 
domestic accomplishment and a 
presidential election campaign. 

If upheld, the law will force dra- 
matic changes in the way insurance 
companies do business, including 
forbidding them from denying cov- 
erage due to pre-existing medical 



conditions and limiting how much 
they can charge older people. 

The law envisions that insur- 
ers will be able to accommodate 
older and sicker people without 
facing financial ruin because of 
its most disputed element, the 
requirement that Americans 
have health insurance or 
pay a penalty. 

Another major piece 
of the law is an expansion 
of the Medicaid program for 
low-income Americans that will 
provide coverage to more than 15 
million people who currently earn 
too much to qualify. 

By 2019, about 95 percent of the 
country will have health insurance 
if the law takes full effect, the Con- 
gressional Budget Office estimates. 
About 50 million Americans lack

The justices have

» MONDAY: The justices and 
lawyers will focus on a basic 
question: Should we even be here 
yet? The highly technical issue is 
whether an obscure, 145-year-old law 
means it’s too soon for courts to hear challenges 
to the new mandate that people have insurance by 2014 or pay a penalty. The 
Obama administration and the states and businesses opposing the health care 
law all agree on this: They all want the justices to decide now. 



Take a Listen

they take place. The first time 
that happened was when the 
court heard the Bush v. Gore 
case that settled the 2000 presi 
dential election.

» TUESDAY: The main event before the court is Tuesday’s argument over the 
constitutionality of the individual insurance requirement. The states and the 
National Federation of Independent Business say Congress lacked authority 
under the Constitution for its unprecedented step of forcing Americans to buy 
insurance whether or not they want it. 

w WEDNESDAY: The court will consider whether the insurance mandate is 
“severable" from the rest of the law. In other words, if the mandate is found to 
be unconstitutional, should any other provisions in the law— or even the entire 
law— be invalidated as well? Also at stake is Medicaid, as the law expands 
eligibility for the joint state-federal insurance program for the poor. But if a 
state quits the program to avoid the expansion, it would forfeit an enormous 
amount of federal assistance. At issue is whether the expansion amounts to 
unconstitutionally coercing states to spend more on Medicaid, (twp/ap) 


health insurance coverage. 

Republicans are leading the 
fight to kill what they derisively 
call “Obamacare,” and all the GOP 
presidential candidates promise to 
repeal the law if elected. 

Polls have consistently shown 
the public is at best ambivalent 
about the benefits of the health care 
law, and that a majority of Amer- 
icans believe the insurance man- 
date is unconstitutional.

The administration’s public edu- 
cation campaign has come under 
criticism from its allies who say the 
White House has been timid in the 
face of relentless GOP attacks. 

The White House has belated- 
ly begun touting parts of the law 
already in effect, including allow- 
ing children to stay on their par- 
ents’ insurance plan until age 26. 

The case arrives at a high court 
in which ideology and political 
affiliation align for the first time 
in generations. The four Democrat- 
ic appointees make up the liberal 
wing, while the five justices named 
by Republican presidents form a 
conservative majority. 

The partisan battle lines were 
drawn early on. The law passed 
Congress without a single Republi- 
can vote. Republican officials filed 
suit in federal court the day Obama 
signed the bill into law. 

Even in the courts, the first deci- 
sions fell along party lines. Demo- 
cratic-appointed judges upheld the 
law or dismissed suits against it, 
while GOP appointees in Florida 
and Virginia struck it down. 

But in federal appeals courts, 
one Democratic appointee joined 
in the decision that struck down 
the insurance requirement. In 
two other opinions. Republican- 
appointed judges voted to uphold
